Radio teletype 'with two channels. Both 
nnels — separately from each other — give the same 
ts, although the second channel will bring the 
Gonununications with a delay of twenty to twenty-five 
lines, the reason being that the texts can thereby 
be checked and recopied in case of breakdowns. 



The frequencies used are: 
6.595 kilocycles, 13.230 kilocycles, 
changes are always announced.

b. Transmission times vary, ho*.vever, transmissions 
take place regularly from O4OO to 0300 GET and from
